He also proposes to offer 
an amendment in committee reviving the 
income tax, and it it is not adopted anoth­ 
er attempt will be made in the Senate 
Tnis action of tbe committee is not sat­ 
isfactory to anybody. The tobacco trade 
wanted a (reduction to sixteen cents or 
none, and the Treasury officials insist that 
it remain at 24. 
Whether the 20-cent 
compromise carries in the Senate is very 
doubtful, lf it succeeds the result will be 
a reduction ol the revenues about $1,500,- 
000. The Treasury officials are very much 
alarmed at the drift of things, as we are 
confronted with decreased revenues aud 
increased expenses at the same time.

Boston Herald: The retirement of Sen­ 
ator Howe of Wisconsin, trom a scat he ha9 
so long filled deserves more than a passing 
notice. At the end ot the term he will 
have completed eighteen years of service 
lo the United States Senate, having become 
a Senator at the same time Abraham Lin­ 
coln entered upon the presidency. 
His 
term of service, therefore, ha9 extended 
through the whole period of the war and 
reconstruction, under the administration of 
Lincoln, Johnson and Grant, and halt of 
that of Hayes. Senator Howe ha9 always 
belonged to the extreme wing of his party, 
but there has never been the breath of sus­ 
picion against his character.

YELL0W-FEVER GERMS. 


Latest Cases on Record in Memphis 
After the 
threat 
Epidemic—The 
Fever Spores or Germs Alive in 
December. 


;M em phis A ppeal. 
Yesterday, and for several davs past, it 
was rumored on the streets that a case of 
yellow fever existed and a 
death had 
occurred within a day or two at Leath Or­ 
phan Asylum, which institution is located 
out on the Raleigh road half a mile from 
the city limits. 
An Appeal investigator 
was delegated to hunt up the facts. 
From 
his 
investigation 
the 
following 
may be 
relied 
upon 
as 
correct: 
In 
November 
last 
a 
young 
woman, aged about IS years, a cripple and 
invalid and a former inmate of the asylum, 
took the fever and, after lingering for 
some weeks with a very bid type of yellow 
fever, recovered in December. 
Within a 
week or so a little orphan boy of weak 
constitution and in bad health contracted 
the yellow fever, he having no doubt, bee* 
exposed to it in the case above mentioned, I 
He got along very well for a couple of 
weeks, it being a very light attack, aud at 
last was able to be up and 
m o about. 
About Chi istmas he had a relapse, and 
this time a bad and m&Uguaat case of yel­ 
low Ie Fur of pure type. 
Dr. Ess, the at­ 
tending physician, believed that the boy 
would die, his constitution being weak, but 
he recovered from the attack, only, how­ 
ever, to be again prostrated with menin­ 
gitis, which wa9 a consequence of the yel­ 
low fever relapse. 
The boy is now sitting 
up, is out of dancer, aud is in a lair way 
of recovery. 
Our commissioner asked Dr. 
Ess for an opinion as to the probability oi 
the appearance of yellow fever next sum­ 
mer. 
The Doctor said that he believed 
the 
late 
freezing 
snap 
of weather 
had destroyed 
all 
the 
germs 
cf 
the yellow fever. 
But, he added, it might 
be that such germs may yet exist, not ac­ 
tually but passively, in buildings wherein 
yellow fever patients had died, and which 
buildings had not been properly fulmigat- 
ed aud ventilated. 
Should this be so, it 
might break out again next summer in such 
buildings. 
He believed that the only true 
preventive was a rigid system of quaran­ 
tine, he not believing that yellow fever 
was indigenous to any portion of the 
United States, and most certainly it could 
not originate in this latitude.

Iron and 
steel were used for the wheels and frames 
of clocks until towards the end of the six­ 
teenth century, and the blacksmiths were 
in early times the makers of 
them,

uoc immoD iu England for churches and 
market-houses to have automata to strike 
the hours, the usual name for which was 
“Jack o’ th’ ch ck-houre.” 
Charlemagne 
had a curious clock worked by water. The 
dial was composed of twelve small doors, 
which represented the division of the 
hours; e*ch door opened at the hour it was 
intended to represent, and out of it came 
the same number of little balls, which tell 
one by one, at equal distances of time, in a 
brass drum. It might be told by the eye 
what hour it was by the number of doors 
that were open; and by the ear, by the 
number of balls that fell. When it wa9 
twelve o’clock, twelve horsemen in minia­ 
ture issued forth at the same time, and 
marching around the dial shut all the 
doors.

were lighted ; average cost per 
lamp 
for the year $20 22. The city’s gas bill in 
1877 was $1923,70 and in 1870 $2028.70. 
The increase is but slight, and is account­ 
ed for by the increase in the number of 
street lamps. 
This showing is a striking one when 
compared to that made by c jmpanies in 
large cities, where the consumption is so 
much greater that the cost of production 
is necessarily much less. In Chlcaeo, for 
instance, the city pays $20 per street lamp, 
and has only succeeded in getting that fig­

The State is now 
paying ler gas for the capitol at Madison
